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Probaulb End of the Missouri Invasion. 
It is most prebablc, ears the St. Louis Union, 
that the rebel invasion of Missouri was dictated 
from Richmond. As it was impossible for Price 
to cross the Mississippi, and reinforce Hood, the 
next beet aid he could render the Georgia Gene- 
ral, was to prevent the sending of reinforce- 
ments to Sherman by inTading Missouri 
As an invasion, the movement has proved a 
failure, for the rebels gained no stable foothold 
in the State, and held the regions they traversed 
only while they were traversing them. As a 
raid, a foray for plunder^ it has been of mam. 
moth proportions, and indescribably terrible. 
For nearly six weeks the ruthless invaders had 
everything their own way, and did aa they 
pleased, audaciously bearding our forces almost 
up to the coniines of S(. Louis, destroying rail- 
loads, pillaging towns, ravaging fields, con- 
icriptiug citizens, murdering all who opposed 
them, and gobbling np our feeble garrisoua by 
the score, wherever they went. 

But the raid, we hope, has reached Us end at 
last. The very nature oC the movement has 
proved the cause of disaster to it. No army can 
remain an effective army after abandoning itself 
to plundering. The rebels, demoralized and 
discouraged by their wild hunt after booty', and 
encumbered by the nondescript spoils with 
which they bad burdened themselves, proved an 
easy prey to the inferior avenging force under 
Pleasanton, put on their track. The small ar- 
my assembled by Curtis on the Kansas border 
turned them aside from their line of march 
toward Leavenworth, and, as they retired tow- 
ard thfc South, Pleasanton, with his cavalry, fell 
upon them, defeated them, captured teu piece ; 
of artillery aud two thousand prisoners, and 
sent them fleeing in disorder toward Arkansas. 
While v. e cannot help regretting that they were 
not met and defeated two or three weeks ago, 
It 1« gratifying to know that this chastisement 
has been inflicted upon them before they escaped 
entirely. It docs not repair the Injuries which 
the State has suffered at the hands of the pilin' 
doicrs, but it teaches them a lesson which may 
prevent a repetition of their audacious aud de- 
e tractive irruptions. 

More ErntF.NcT. — IIow Morton was Elbct- 
in. — We have before us, says the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, a letter from a gentleman, da- 
ted New naven, Connecticut, Oct. 21, 
186-1, from which wc make the following ex- 
tract. Tin .entleiaaa is indorsed to us as en- 
tirely reliable, and the fact he communicates 
goes to corroborate what we have said before. 
The following is the extract :

Ilia name has loeg 
been a terror to the people of Missouri, and, 
linked with foul murders and barbarous acts, it 
will descend to posterity. ^ May the accusing 
forms of the murdered victims appear before the 
Judgment-seat as fearful evidence against a 
hardened criminal, a corrupt man, and a tiend, 
to make more dark the final doom of Anderson. 

Channel Obstructed. — T he Holliday’s Cove 
Railroad Company, which has undertaken tho 
erection of the bridge across the river at Steu- 
benville, Ohio, lias given notice that on and 
alter last Monday, October 24th, it will be ne- 
cessary to obstruct the channel way of the river 
temporarily, in order to erect the channel span 
©f the bridge. The water way of the spans east 
and west of ti e channel span Is two hundred 
feet clear, and on the Mrqpt of the span Ls sixty- 
aix feet above low w ater. On tho east the head- 
way will be cigar, as tho sp^n will not be 
erected until the completion of the channel 
•pan . * . 

Another Military Execution — O n tho 11th 
instant, Teur Kell, a private in the 2d Arkansas 
cavalry was executed at Springfield, Missouri, 
for the murder and robbery of a citizen, ne 
died game; said he was of honorable parentage, 
and desired to die like a man. He requested 
not to be pinioned, or have the cap drawn over 
libs face. When the guaPds, twelve of the 8tk 
Missouri, came to a “shoulder arms,” he saluted 
them, opening his vest, and, standing erect in 
the position of a soldier, met his fate fearlessly. 
Five balls pierced his breast, and he died almost 
Instantly, without pain. 

General Dlkfie. — I n relation to the recent 
capture of General Duffie, the Wheeling Intelli- 
gencer of Friday says: “General Duffie had 

recently been ordered to Hagerstown to take 
charge of a cavalry camp of instruction, and 
had gone to the front for consultation in rela- 
tion thereto. He was capturned on his return, 
between Marlinsburg and Winchester. His 
Trovost Mareliul, Captain Steir, was the o«ly 
stafl-officcr captured. His Adjutant-General, 
Captain Clark, Quartermaster, Captain McCann, 
jmd Commissary, Captain Littleboy. were in 
Cumberland closing up business preparatory to 
joining the General. 

A* Plucky Farmer. — T he St. Joe Herald says 
that a farmer near Contrary Lake was lately ac- 
costed in the \%pods by three mounted bush- 
whackers, who demanded his money. The 
farmer, in a second, raised his gun and fired 
twice at two of them, killing them instantly. 
The third turned his horse and retreated in a 
hurry. One of the bushwhackers was recog- 
nized as having lived near DeKalb, aud had 
Cecn with Price 6v< r three years.

MORE OF THE MONSTER PAINE. 
Deeds of Atrocity and Horror — Men ar.d Hoyt 
Murdered and Women A crested — A Reign > f 
Blood and Terror. 

A few weeks ago we reproduced In these col- 
umns the statement of the Cairo correspondent 
of the St. Louis Republican in regard to the 
case of Brig. Gen. A. E. Paine while in com- 
mand at Paducah, Ky. This correspondent, af- 
ter recapitulating some of these acts, said: “The 
bloody days of Robespierre have been blotted 
out, and an American now bears aloft the reek- 
ing palm.” We then said: “Gen. Paine’s reign 
at Gallatin and Tullahoma, Tenn., is represented 
to have been fully as bloody as at Paducah.” A 
citizen ©f Sunmer county, of unimpeachable 
integrity, has furnished us a few incidents of the 
reign of this eminently bad man, narrated be- 
low, which show him to be all he is represented. 

A I-KW INCIDENTS IN TIIK RKION OK BRIO. GRX. 

K. A. I'Al.NR AT GAIXATDT, TBNX. 

The unfortunate war between the North and 
the South, during its bloody and devastating 
progress, has revealed to the citizens of Sumner 
county perhaps the most revolting act* and 
deeds that will l>e recorded by the future histo- 
rian. 

From December, 1862, to March or April, 
1804, during the bloody reign of Brig. Gcu. E. 
A. Paine at Gallatin, Tenn., those who did not 
witness the barbarous deeds committed, and the 
wholesale robbery of private property, will 
scarcely believe human nature so corrupt, when 
the stubborn facts are revealed aud made known 
to the world. The writer does not know how 
or where to begin to make known the many 
base and vile acts of this little despot, as he has 
been recently styled by the Hon. Bailie Peyton at 
Nashville. From the beginning of this mau’s 
reign at Gallatin, his cruelty and barbarity to 
men, women, and children has no precedent or 
parallel in history. His eoanc and vulgar abuse 
of them was revolting to any person claiming to 
be a gentleman. Ilia habit was to have ladles 
of the highest respectability arrested and brought 
into hi* presence, and such profanity and lan- 
guage as were uttered by him to them would 
not do to be published in a respectable newspa- 
per. The writer will proceed to detail some of 
the deod6 (and only a few of the many) perpe- 
trated by this monster in human shape. 

There was a iady of respectability who lived 
in Gallatin, who had a little daughter to die. 
Her house had been taken from her and occu- 
pied, and she was staying with a friend at the 
time she made an application to General Paine, 
through friends, to be nermilted to carry the 
remains of her child to Harurillefor interment, 
a place held sacred by her a* the family burial 
ground. This Wi.a most positively denied and 
refuted her, and General Paine sent a message 
to her to send for her “damued rebel husband,” 
then in the rebel army, toV’ome and take it and 
burv it. .She was forced to have it buried at 
Gnrfatin, and \ra. refused the privilege of at- 
tending her little daughter’s burial, not half a 
mile distant. 

A gentleman who lost his wife in Gallatin 
was refused the privilege of attending her bur- 
ial, not a quarter of a mile from hi* residence, 
and the graveyard is within the line* of the 
post. There are many persona iu Gallatin who 
cap testify to these fact*. 

The property of the people was taken; 
horses, mules, cows, fheep, bogs, j rovender of 
nil kinds, household and kitchen furuiturc. The 
writer has not the time nor the inclination to 
givA the details of nil the grand and petit lar- 
cenies committed under this Brigadier-General’* 
reign, but will give two cases to illustrate hi* 
total disregard of law and the rights of a de- 
fenceless people. 

The fir*t is the case of a minor, a young girl 
aged about sixteen, whose father and mother 
were both dead. This minor owned a negro 
man, and her guardian hired him out for the 
} car 1863 for the sum of £100. This negro man 
s^ved his timeout with the hirer. During the 
Christ in.- 6 holiday* he visited General Paine, nt 
his headquarters at Gallatin. What report the 
negro made is known only to General Paine, 
but he (the negro) brought back an official or- 
der from General Faille, addressed to the hirer, 
ordering him to pay to the negro one-half of 
his hire, and the other half to his Quarterin' 1 4or 
ct Gallatin The guardian went to General 
Paiuc for an explanation, nnd applied to have 
the order rescinded. General Taine refused to 
do 60, and insisted that the ward was seresh. 

Th* other ca^c was that of an old blin 1 man. 
aged eighty years, and who had been blind for 
many year*. He lias several sons, none of whom 
arc iii the army. He is a Union man; so are 
hit> sons. The old man and his wife lived to 
themselves. He « wned a few negroes, who 
made enough for them to live upon. Genera 
Paine sent Ins wagons and took from him at 
least $500 worth at o rn, oats, fodder, and hay, 
leaving him destitute. His sons made applica- 
tion time after time for pay, and final lv vouchers 
were given to tlic amount of $190. The vouch- 
ers were left with one of General Paine’s SLaff 
officers to be approved. When they were called 
for by his son they were said to be lost, and the 
son was informed that General Paine said they 
fbould not be paid; and the old man has never 
received oac cent. 

A large number of citizens w ere arrested. The 
conrt-hou*c nnd jail were filled for months. 
Many of the most aged and respectable were 
in prisoned for months, without ever knowing 
the ofleoce with which they were charged. It 
w hs the habit of General Paine to visit the pris- 
oners, and such curbing and abuse ns they would 
receive from this dignitary of our government 
would chiinke blood of aCffiristian heart. Two 
cases the writer will give as illustrations-. One 
wns that of an old soldier who fought under 
Jackson when Tennessee was a pioneer State, 
who is about seventy-five years of age. He 
lived some sixteen miles fr©m Gallatin, aid hid 
betn too fecLle for ten years to visit lii* county 
scat. He had taken no part in Mi* war and had 
be* n a pattern of morality all his life. This 
in: n was arrested, carried to Gallatin in hi* 
feeble condition, imprisoned during cold weatli- 
or, forced to sleep upon * hard floor, without 
bed or blankets, in a email room containing 
about fifty or sixty persons, and tWerc wm never 
a (barge or accusation made against him. 

Tho other case is that of a most estimable 
gentleman, aged seventy-five years, who was 
arrested, carried to Gallatin, and put in the 
same prison, and there kept for weeks, a portion 
of which time the old man was too feeble to rise 
frem his little dirtv couch, even to attend to the 
calls of nature. (Jeneral Paine visited the pri- 
son, and saw the* condition of this old man. 
Tins man was a soldier in the war of 1812, fol- 
lowing his favorite leader Jackson through all 
bis campaigns, and never left him until he shed 
a halo of glory around the American name on 
the glorious battle-field of New Orleans. This 
old man was finally released from prison with- 
out a charge being preferred against him. 

During Gen. Paine’s stay at Gallatin it was 
not unfrequcntlv the cn?c that a squad of sol- 
diers was sees to take a prisoner out of jail and 
go off with’ him, hut return without him. This 
was continued for some months. Perhaps the 
prisoner or prisoners carried off were strangers 
to the citizens of Gallatin; but should an inves- 
tigation be had, the fate of those men might be 
ascertained. 

The longer General Paine continued at* the 
port the more Moody lie became, and finally he 
publicly boasted of having rebel soldiers and 
private citizens, who were prisoners, shot. The 
j eoplo became terrified and were afraid to op- 
1 ose him in anything he thought proper to do. 
Such a reign of terror as prevailed among the 
people of Sunmer county has never been wit- 
nested in this or any other ago. Some few per- 
son? proposed to go to Nanfirille to see General 
Rousseau upon the subject of their grievances; 
but whenever this was found out by Gen. Paine 
they w'*re sought out as victims of his ven- 
geance, und were threatened with severe pnn- 
lfbment. This course was kept up until the 
people were afraid to murmur or complain at 
any act he thought proper to commit, or any 
order he issued. He said on one occasion to a 
substantial and respectable citizen of Sumner 
county (a Union man), who complained of his 
taking of hi* propertv, that if General Rousseau 
dared to undo what he had done he would have 
him removed. 

The writer is familiar with the cases of several 
rebel soldiers who were captured a* prisoners of 
war, some of them held for weeks and 
others only for a short time, and then shot in 
the mo*t brutal manner bv order of General 
Paine, without even the farce of a trial, and 
their Mklies left to rot, the citizens fearing to 
bury them, lest a similar fate should overtake 
them. These rebels, thus executed, may have 
been bad men. but having been taken and held 
as prisoners, they were certainly entitled to the 
formality of a trial. 

The case of a boy named Lafayette Hughes, 
fifteen 3’Ctfs of age, charged with being with 

guerillas who burnt a bridge across Goose 
Creek, at Madden’s Mill, between Hartsville and 
Carthage, deserves especial mention. The bridge 
wa* burned in daytime. Mr. Madden, the own- 
er of the mill, was present, and used every 
means lie cr uld to prevent them from burning 
it. II this little boy had had the benefit of a 
trial, be could have proved by Mr. Madden that 
he wns not present on the occasion. But per- 
baj s some negro reported that he was present, 
and this was sufficient with Gen. Paine. 

The l)o y was taken prisoner, carried some ten 
mib s, and. near Mr. B. S. Martin’s, on the Gal- 
latin and Hartsville pike, taken off a short dis- 
tance from the road, nnd five or six Minie balls 
shot through his frail bodv (for he was but a 
feeble boy), and it.was left unbuned. A youth 
named IMemiug Sanders, aged seventeen vears, 
who lived near Hartsville. and whose father 
nnd mother were both dead, was arrested, 
taken to Gallatin, and confined in jail some 
w£eks. ne was then taken out ’some four or 
five miles from town, near Mr. Thomas Bar- 
ry’s house, end shot by the soldiers, and his 
body left unburiod. The persons above-men- 
tioned were all killed without any trial or inves- 
tigation whatever. 

The case of Alfred Dalton, who was mur- 
dered near TT rtsville, in February, 1864, was 
heart-rending indeed. He bad belonged to the 
2d Tennessee (rebel) regiment, originally com- 
manded by Colonel Bale, ne came home iu the 
full of 1*63, and hut n short time before he was 
shot vv< in to Nashville and took the amnesty 
I • san in }iis baa i at the *-im» 
General Paine ordered him out of the road to be 
sb.M. ' e b» liov< 4 that, under the jwoelama- 
i ion of the President, he had been forgiven for 
past « I’eiict ns a soldier, and was conducting 
! ’.uim If : o quiet ciM/en. The particulars of 

I in <<’>« are these: Mrs. Vance had been killed 
tie light belbre in an attack on her husband, 
Jos Vuice, a worthy man. The perpetrators 
of this foul deed were unknown and are to this 
day . Young Dalton stayed at, his father’s house 



the night on which Mrs. Yanrc was murdered, 
and slept in the same bed with Captain Martin, 
who, a few weeks previous, had been a pilot for 
General Paine on a trip to Jackson countv. 

Captain Martin was a man iu whom General 
Paine bad the utmost confidence, as the writer 
is informed. TT Dalton could have had a trial 1 , 
Martin would have testified to the fact that 
you mr Dalton slept with him that. night, thus 
establishing his innocence of an) 1 participation 
in the death of Mrs. Vance. General Paine ar- 
rived at Hartsville on Sunday evening, the day 
after the killing of Mrs. Vance. He ordered his 
orderly rergeant to accompany Mr. G. D. Read, 
the brother-in-law of Dalton, to the house of 
Dalton’s father and request young Dalton to 
meet him near Mr. Vance’s house. The mes- 
sage was delivered to young Dalton, and he 
promptly obeyed, accompanied by his father, 
and met Gen. Paine atthcheodof his command. 
So soon as Gen. Paine ?aw him, he ordered a 
a file of soldiers to take him off and shoot him. 
Young Dalton was taken by surprise at this an- 
nouncement, and asked for the charge against 
him, hut none was given. Gen. Paine raved 
and swore that he should die. 

The father, an aged man of more than sixty 
winters, with tears and lamentations indescriba- 
ble. besought them not to kill his son, to spare 
liis life and give him a trial; that he knew he 
was an innocent boy. Gen. Paine replied: “Yon 
God damned son-of-a-bitch, if you ear another 
word I’ll have vou shot here with your God 
dimmed son.” The father is as respectable a 
citizen as lives in the county, and was for many 
years an actiDg justice ©f the pence. Nothing 
availed; theyonng man was led off from the pres- 
ence of Gen. Paine and his fuLher a short dis- 
tance. The old man was engaged in earnest 
entreaty with Gen. Paine when the first gnn was 
heard. The shot took effect in his lfig. and the 
voting man screamed, which was distinctlv 
beard by his father. The second shot took ef- 
fect in the breast, and the third in the head, 
when the screaming ceased in death. Nothing 
could be heard but the involuntary lamentations 
of the father, he himself perhaps unconscious 
of such lamentations, for his life had already 
been threatened for them. 

General Paine, during the bloody process, 
was raving and cursing that aged and lacerated 
parent. It does seem that any man with a 
heart le?s hard than adamant would have been 
moved; but not so that of Brigadier-Gemeral E. 
A. Paine, of Illinois. Oh, my God! who can 
adequately describe such a scene! What pen 
can .portray this awful tragedy, witnessed by 
that sged and broken- heart evl man, and then, 
kneeling beside the mangled corpse ©f a child 
just a few momenta before in full vigor and 
health, to hear the groans and the sobs, to see 
the wretched countenance of the venerable sire 
over the favorite child, a corpse under such cir- 
cumstances! Mine cannot, aud shall cease to 
»i • mi i it. 

If a commission should came to Gallatin to 
investigate the acts and doings of E. A. Pafne, 
other cases and other facts would l>c developed 
that would Ftartle a stoic nnd drill the Mood 
that course- 4 throughthe veins of a man possess* 
ing s heart with a particle of feeling. 

TIIK MONSTER GENERAL PA INK.

Let me ml ate a ease that is notorious In Pa- 
ducah, aud the fact* can be learned by all who 
?o wi.'li from almost any citizen of the place, 
RepnMicsn or Democrat. During Gen. Paine’s 
reiga a man went to him and informed him that 
a certain man, living some seven or eight mile* 
from the town; was a rebel sympathizer, and 
that at one time he had killed a Union man, etc., 
etc. He did not, nor was he asked to. make 
oath to Mb statement, t nd it 
further remembered that the informant had 
had a person 1 difficulty with the man he in- 
formed upon. General Paine ordered a squad 
of negroes to go to the house of this man.

The gentleman’s fami- 
ly were in the greatest grief at his arrest, but 
he assured his wife and children that the Gen- 
eral would certainly release liiw as soon «s he 
could sec him; that he bad never been guilty of 
sn> thing, and. tlicrefore, it must be some mis- 
take by which he Was arrested. The family 
were comforted with the belief that the hnsbanid 
and father would certainly return tiud evening 
to his home; but night came nnd he did not re- 
turn. 

Morning came, and their anxiety compelled 
them to send to Paducah to hear what tiding? 
tliev, could of him. When they went to Gen- 
eral Paine, he answered chat he could not tell 
them. Thus matters continued for four days, 
when the friends of the family found the body 
in the pest-house, riddled with bullets nnd par- 
tially devoured by rats, and then Getfbral Paine 
thought he was taxing his humanity to allow 
them to take the mutilated -and decaving re- 
mains and have them decently trarieo. This 
murdered man was not even guilty of the high 
crime of being a Democrat. He had incurred 
the displeasure of a Paducah Leaguer, au in- 
tense patriot and an intenscr Lincoln man, and 
therefore he was the victim of one of the most 
diabolical outrages upon record. Yet General 
Paine is the idolized pet of the Lincoln party, 
not onlr in Southern Illinois, but throughout 
the land.

agency of runners to the different precincts that 
this gentleman would address the people of this 
county in behalf of Mr. Lincoln and the aboli- 
tion party. Some of the friend* of “Little 
Mac,” having leafned the purpose of the recent 
cottveris to the abolition ^dth, requested Col. 
JobnM. Harlan to attend and discuss the ques- 
tions before the people with Col. White. 
Colonel White being ?i native of this county, 
many of his old friend* were prompted by curi- 
osity to know how he bore his new honors as an 
advocate of Abraham Lincoln’s policy. After 
considerable h^nnivtj. Colonel White concluded 
to divide the evening with Colonel Harlan. 
Soon after dinner the Court-house hell was rung 
nnd the court-room wa* rapidly filled bv An- 
derpon’s intelligent gentlemen and fairest 
daughters. Colonel White led off in a s*t 
speech of an hour and half's length, in which 
he told many amusing anecdotes; informed hi* 

. beafers who the m&ii was who struck “Billy 
Patterson” by telling them that he was present 
when the momivtov* question was asked -aud 
answered; sustained Mr. Lincoln nnd Ms pol- 
icy; raid that Lincoln had Issued his negro pro- 
clamations, not because he wa? in favor of free- 
ing the slaves or of negro equality, nor because 
it was necessary to put down the rebellion, but 
because he was afraid of the Republican party, 
and desired to play a lawyer's trick upon Johu 
C. Fremont. T he Colonel was very severe upon 
“Little Mac” l>ecausc* he did not capture the 
whole of Lee’s army after the battle of Antic- 
tain. The crowd manifested a feeling oCrestJess- 
re?* dm ing. the entire time that tho Colonel 
was delivering bis “cut and dried” speech, 
and, after he had concluded, the only 
demonstration of indorsement of the 
speech was made by a soldier who 
-houted feebly for Lincoln, and said that, “lie 
liked that ‘old boss,’ because he could tell as 
good a jrke as Father Abe.” Colonel Harbin 
took tlit* stand in the midst of the wildest and 
most enthusiastic applause that I have, ever 
heard. After quiet was restored, the Colonel 
followed the distinguished gentleman in an ar- 
gument in every respect characteristic of the 
man ns one of our ablest lawyers and soundest 
rtatomcn. The Colonel bad been advised of 
be renown and ability of Colonel White and 
prepared hiimeir to answer every argument 
that the gentleman would put forth. 

During t lie hour and a half allotted to 
Colonel Ha? Inn in which to reply, he held 
his entire audience spell-bound and wrapped in 
admiration; except during the occasional shouts 
of applause, not a sound was heard in that vast 
meeting. Old men leaned anxiously forward to 
catch every word that fell from the lips of the 
distinguished, powerful, and polished speaker. 
The fair maidens present caught the spirit of 
eloquence that burned in the bosom of this no- 
ble advocate of our noble cause, ami frequently 
dapped tbelr fair hand* and stamped their little 
feet in admiration for the speaker.

I wish you to publish in your Daily Journal, 
al?o in your Weekly Journal, the following, 
which is a reply to an article published in your 
Daily Journal of 'the 15th inst., said letter or 
article being written under the title, “-4 Perse- 
cult d Union Manf and written over the signa- 
ture of “W. E. Arnold.” The reason whv I 
wish to reply to said Doctor W. E. Arnold's 
letter, published in your Journal, is because of 
certain bold insinuations he made, no donbt in- 
tended for me, for I was the principal sufferer 
on the day that Cnpt. Gilliam and his few brave 
men were raptured in Scotuville by Colonel 
Hughe?, Col. Hamilton, and Col. Daugherty, of 
the Confederate armv, and the men nnder their 
commands: which capture took place on the 
27th day of last January, and Dot in February, 
as Arnold haa it. On that day they entered said 
town about 3 o’clock P. M. They burned my 
houses, in which wa* $1,000 in money, 
and everything contained in them, except such 
things "as they wished to carry off 

w it h them; did not leave one mouthful of any- 
thing for mv family and myself to eat; did not 
leave us a change "of clothing; drove the por- 
tion of mr family who were at home outside of 
tl e premises and would not suffer them to move 
ore single article of furniture, clothing, or any- 
thing else from the burning houses. They also 
broke open the store of which I was a partner, 
and took therefrom all the goods they liked and 
some money. Other stores were robbed by 
them and also several citizens. There was an 
order by (jeneral Burbridge to Colonel John H. 

Grider to make an assessment on rebels and 
rebel sympathizers of Allen county and vicinity 
for the purpose ©f remunerating loyal citizens 
for their losses. Dr. W. E. Arnold says one 
citizen of Allen county pointed out the indi- 
viduals from whom he wished to reimburse 
Ms pocket, snd that that man made the 
assessment. The Doctor did not have the nerve 
to come out and give that man’s name, yet he 
makes such insinuations that the people of Al- 
len county believe that I am the person he al- 
ludes to; I also believe it, and bow state em- 
phatically that if I am the man he alludes to, I 
hurl hi? insinuations back at him, and denounce 
him a? a rebel , a liar , ar.d a coward. How can 
W. K. Arnold claim to be a Union man when he 
used to visit CampTronsdane, Tenn., before the 
rebels occupied Bowling Green, Ky., and, after 
they took possession of Bowlin* Green, he used 
to visit them, as you will see from Captain J. 

M. Billingsley’s letter, and return to his neigh- 
bors in Allen county, and tell them 5,000 rebels 
could boM said Tennessee against any force the 
Yankees could bring against it. Why did he 
leave his neighborhood and go to Seottville to 
get proof of his loyalty? He knew he could not 
prove 1 ie loyalty by his Union neighbors. Whv 
did he rot get a certificate from Captain Bil- 
lingsley, the commander of the port at.

Richmond paper* of Friday, the 28th inst., 
baxc been received. In speaking of the move- 
ment* of Grant’s army on the day before, they 
f.ay that il$ object was not altogether discerna- 
ble, for it did not look like a general advance 
for the purpose of attacking Lee’s outer line. 

The Enquirer, however, professes to know 
that Butler was sent toward Richmond to make 
a feint w hile Grant moved toward the Southside 
Railroad, for the purpose of capturing it. It 
then falsely adds that our forces made seven re- 
peated assault* on the rebel lines defending that 
road, and that each one w as repulsed. 

A highly important correspondence has taken 
place between Generals Grant and Lee on the 
question of retaliation. General Lee opened a 
correspondence on the 10th of October, in 
which he says he learnB that the, rebel Secretary 
of War has Information from General Butler 
that the latter had placed Confederate officers 
nnd soldiers at work on 'Dutch Gap Canal, in 
lctnliation for Federal colored soldiers who had 
been placed hi the Richmond fortifications by 
the Confederate authorities* 

Lee then goes on to say that his government 
has pursued the following policy: A!1 negroes 
iu the military or naval service of the United 
States, taken by Confederate force*, and who are 
not identified as property of citizens of the Con- 
federacy, are treate as prisoners of war, and 
are held as proper subjects for exchange; but 
negroes w ho owe service or labor to citizens of 
the Confederacy, and are found in the Federal 
army, occupy, he says, a different position, and 
the i Igbts of the service or labor of the soldiers 
in the Confederate States are the same as when 
those States were members of the Union. 

The constitutional relations and obligations 
of the Confederacy to this kind^of property are 
the same as those so long maintained by the 
Federal Government. Lee then reviews the 
history of our country relative to the abduction 
of negroes at great length, and concludes by 
raying that fifty colored soldiers belonging to 
Butler's command were recognized as belonging 
to residents of the Confederacy. These were 
ordered to work on the Richmond fortifications 
until tLcli owners 'should claim them, but they 
have since bqen withdraw n. 

lie says further that if any negroes are In- 
cluded in those placed ou fortification*, who 
were not identified by their owners, he is not 
aware of it. These colored men, he declare*, are 
rot exposed to our fire. General Lee then con- 
clude* a* follows: In view of the statement I 
have made, I have now' to inquire whether the 
course pursued toward our prisoners — that of 
placing them to work in Dutch Gap— ha* your 
sanction, and whether it will bo maintained. 
Gen. Grant replies as follows: 

i IIbadquartkrs Army of tub U. S.,) 
October 28, 1864. f 
Gen. /?. F. Ise, C. S. A., Commanding Army of 
Northern Virginia: 

Gknf.kal: Understanding from your letter of 
the 19th that the colored prisoners who were 
employed iu the trenches near Fort Gilmer have 
been withdrawn, I hare directed the withdrawal 
of the Confederate prisoners employed in Dutch 
Gap Canal. I shall always regret the necessity 
o! retaliating of wrongs done our soldier*, 
but I regard it as my dutv to protest 
all persons received into the Armies of the U. 
8., regardless of color and nationality, when 
acknowledged soldiers of the government are 
captured, they must he treated a* prisoner* of 
war, or such treatment as they receive, will be 
inflicted upon an equal number of prisoners 
held by the United States. I have nothing to do 
with the discussion of the slavery question, and 
therefore refuse to answer arguments adduced 
to t-how the right to return to former owner* 
such negroes as are captured from our army, in 
answer to the question at the conclusion that 
prisoners of war falling into mv baud* should 
receive the kindest treatment possible consist- 
ent with securing them, unless I have good au- 
thority for believing any number of our men 
are being treated otherwise, then, painful as it 
may be, I shall inflict like punishment on an 
equal number of Confederate prisoners. Hop- 
ing that il may never become my duty to order 
retaliation upon any man held as a pi Loner of

place. Rockets, squibs, blue lights, and crack- 
ers were liyiugand exploding in every direction, 
endangering the lives of the "persons in the vi- 
cinity. The driver jumped off, and the mad- 
dened horse dashed up the side of tile capitol 
hill. After going a tew yards Ihe unfortunate 
animal sank dow n exhausted and half roasted.^ 

After parading through various streets the pro-' 
cession halted at the capitol, where those who 
participated in tlic demonstration were addressed 
by Governor Johnson at considerable lenpUi. 
At the close of the Governor’s speech the unu 
jority dispersed, though a few kept up the show 
until a later hour.

” to usurp non-grauted power, substituting 
own .opinion for thjt of the nation as to what 
r is not indispensable, nor can he honestly, 
any purpose, substitute his arbitrary will for 
or constitution, oft substitute military des- 
isrn for our free Republic, 
he excuse of violating the constitution for 
purpose of preserving it lias no possible 
of fact or morality. There Is but the one 
y mode for its preservation— that is, by obc. 
nce. All other modes, whatever the sirau- 
1 pretext, are mere treachery. No officer is 
sted with discretion to disobey the const. ta- 
il. Whenever he usurps such discretion lie 
rpetrates tlic basest moral treason an officer 
n commit. When he docs it by suppressing 
•il authority with military force, he is guilty 
actual treason, within both the letter and 
irit of the definition of treason, .as given 
the constitution. If lie escape hanging, it 
I be only because tlic laws of liis country are 
t administered upondiim. Officers cannot be 
owed a discretion to commit treason any 
ore than citizens are allowed discretion to 
mmil murder. 

As said by Webster: “The spirit of liberty 

ill not permit power to overstep its prescribed 
mits, though good intent, patriotic intent, 
me along with it. This is the nature of condi- 
tional liberty. This ts our liberty.” 

The constitution being the creator of our na. 
onal life — the only true preserver of free na- 
onal life, its defcuce aud protection constitute 
e very highest duty of American patriotism. 
All eupersedure of the constitution by an al- 
ged higher law, law of necessity or of war, 
re mere pretexts for unnecessary usurpation Wv 
vould-be tyrants. It gives ample power to 
eet all the exigencies of any war. S* thought 
he great men by whom it was made; so thought 
he wise nation by whom it -was 'adopted; and 
! tlie nation continued to think with near en. 
ire unanimity, till the government fell into the 
ands of .incompetents, who endeavor to 
loak tlicir imbecility under alleged demerits of 
he constitution. So also profess to think some 
f the most respectable and talented of the 
ominant party. One of them has said in the 
Senate: “Xecessity is the plea of tyrants , and i* 
our constitution ceases to operate the moment 
a person charged with its observance thinks 
there is necessity for it? violation, it is of little 
value. I want no other power for putting down 
even this gigantic rebellion than such as may 
properly be derived from the constitution. The 
more we study its provisions, the more it is 
tried in troublous times, tlie greater will be our 
admiration and veneration for the wisdom of 
its authors.” 

Evc» if it were true that any power necessary 
to proper efficiency in tlie government had 
been withheld, that would afford no justifica- 
tion for usurpation. For, as said by Washing- 
ton: “Let there be no change by usurpation; 
for though this in one instance may be the in- 
strument of good, it is the customary instru- 
ment by which free governments are destroyed. 
The precedent must always greatly overbalance 
in permanent evil any partial or transient 
benefit which the use can yield.”

CenT: rat. HcCmu-lar’s Prescience. — The 
battle of Bull Run or Manassas, fought near 
the close of July, 1861, was followed the next 
day by a telegraphic despatch to Genera! Mc- 
Clellan in Western Virginia, directing him to 
repair immediately to .Washington. On the 
17th of July he assumed command of the Divi- 
sion of the Potomac. On August 4th, one 
week after his arrival at the National Capital, 
General McClellan having in the interval been 
solicited by the President to give liis opinions 
on certain subjects, addressed a memorandum 
to him, from which we select the following: 

Tlic object of the present war differs fro™ 
those in which nations are engaged, mainly in 
this: that the purpose of ordinary war is to 
conquer a peace, and make a treaty oil advan- 
tageous terms; in this contest it has become 
necessary to crush a population sufficiently nu- 
merous, intelligent, and warlike to constitute a 
nation. We have not only to defeat their armed 
and organized forces in the field, blit to display 
such an overwhelming strength as will convince 
all our antagonists, especially those of the gov- 
erning, aristocratic class, of -tlie litter impossi- 
bility of resistance. Our late reverses make 
tbis’course imperative. Had tve been successful 
In tlie recent battle (Manassas) it is possible 
that we might have been spared the labor and 
expenses of a great effort. 

Now we have no alternative. Their success 
will enable the political leaders of the rebels to 
convince tlic mass of tlicir people that we arc 
inferior to them la force or courage, and tv 
command all their resources. I he contest be- 
gan with a class, now it Is with a people our 
military success can aloue restore the former is- 
sue. . , . 

By thoroughly defeating their armies, taking 
their strong places, and pursuing a rigidly pro- 
tective policy as to private property and unarm- 
ed persons, and a lenient course as to private 
soldiers, we mar well hope for a permanent res- 
toration of a peaceful Union. But in the first 
instance the authority of tlie government must 
be supported by overwhelming physical force. 

Whoever has been led to believe that Gen. 
McClellan is not a sagacious statesman and 
true patriot, will see in this extract that the en- 
tire Administration sought liis counsel and re- 
lied implicitly upon his advice. His opinions 
formed at the outbreak of the rebellion have 
been confirmed by events. It has bees asserted 
that his Harrison's Landing letter of July 7, 
1862, directed to the President, was arrogant 
and dictatorial, bnt no one can fail to be im- 
pressed with the deep and solemn earnestness 
which marks that letter, aud its thrilling close: 

“I may be ®n the brink of eternity; and as I 
hope forgiveness from my Maker, I have writ- 
ten this letter with sincerity toward you and 
from my love for my country.” But there 
is nothing in that communication which 
was not foreshadowed by- his memoran- 
dum to the President on August 4, 1861. In 
one year from that date, lie liad seen where the 
defects of the President's policy interfered with 
the successful prosecution of the war, and, al- 
though lie was no longer the General-in-Chief, 
it was clearly his duty to advise with his superi- 
ors, or, in Ilalleck’s language in the next month, 
to “assist” with his “ability and experience.' 1 
Ou August 4, 1861, at tlie President’s solicita- 
tion, he had shown his ability to advise without 
the maturity of a year’s experience, but on 
August 4, 1862, exactly one year afterwards, he 
wrote from the headquarters of tlie Army of the 
Potomac at Berkeley, in reply to Tlalleck’s or- 
der to withdraw his army from tlie Peninsula to 
Acquis Creek, which he said caused him the 
greatest pain he ever experienced, as lie was 
convinced tlic order would prove disastrous to 
our cause, and he feared it jrould be a fatal 
blow. Have not events showu his prescience? 
Two years and a quarter have elapsed since the 
terrible blunder made by General Halleck; life 
and treasure have been poured out like water in 
tlic vain effort to retrieve the disaster, and 
Grant, with liis skill, bis great resources, and 
his ample reinforcements, lias been unable to 
do what McClellan could have done on tlie 29th 
of June, 1862, had he had even ten thousand fresh 
troops to use. In the protest against Ilalieck’s 
order for withdrawal, McClellan wrote as fol- 
lows: 

Clear in my convictions of right, strong in the 
consciousness that. I have ever been, and still 
am, actuated solely by the love of my country, 
knowing that no ambitious or selfish motives 
have influenced m6 from the commencement of 
this war, I do now, what I never did in my life 
before, I entreat that this order may bis re- 
scinded. 

If my counsel docs not prevail, I will with a 
sad heart obey voui- orders to the utmost of mv 
power, directing to the movement, which 1 
clearly foresee will be one of the utmost delicacy 
and difficulty, whatever skill I may possess. 
Whatever the result may be — and may God 
grant that I am mistaken in my forebodings— I 
shall at least have the internal satisfaction that 
I have written and spoken frankly, and have 
sought to do the best in my power to avert dis- 
aster from my country. 

The order was not rescinded. General Hal- 
leck emphatically repealed it, and liis principal 
reasons were that if Pope’s army should he di- 
minished to reinforce McClellan, Washington 
would be left uncovered and exposed, and that the 
old Army of tlie Potomac was split in two. The 
General-in-Chief said he did not wish to know, 
nor had he inquired, by whose advice or for what 
reason, the Army of the Potomac was thus sep- 
arated; he found tlic forces divided and wished 
to reunite them. This is n strange admission. 
Stanton succeeded Cameron as Secretary of 
War on January 13, 1862, and McClellan was 
relieved from the general control of the army 
ou March 11, anterior to the movement of the 
army, and until July 11th there was no General- 
in-Chief of the army, until Halleck was appoint- 
ed at McClellan’s suggestion, two days after the 
President had visited him, and four days after 
tlie date of the Harrison’s Landing letter in 
wliich the suggestion was made. If it was so 
disastrouslo divide the army, Washington man- 
agement was responsible for it, for McClellan 
always insisted that before Richmond was tlic 
true defence of Washington, and had, from the 
time Blcnkcr and McDowell, with tlicir com- 
mands, were taken from him, been constantly 
asking for reinforcements. This may explain 
why President Lincoln, on tlie 6th of August, 
publicly assumed the responsibility for the mis- 
hap to tl^g Army of the Potomac. 

It was not our purpose, however, to revert to 
the Peninsular campaign. Our object is to show 
that Gen. McClellan was at the start for a vig- 
orous prosecution of tlie war, for thoroughly 
defeating tlie rebel armies, taking their strong 
places, pursuing a rigidly protective policy as to 
private property and unarmed persons, and a 
lenient course as to private soldiers, as the pol- 
icy under which we might well hope for a per- 
manent restoration of a peaceful Union. This 
is still MeClellau's position as showu in his let- 
ter of acceptance. “Tlie authority of the gov- 
ernment must be supported by overwhelming 
physical force," was Ills advice in August, 1861, 
only two weeks after the terrible Bull Rim dis- 
aster, and liis opinion was unchanged in August, 
1862, is still unchanged, and will be the same on 
the till of March, 1865, should he in God’s prori 
dence be elected to the Presidency of the United 
States.

Clarksville, Tex*., and Trade Regulations. 
As a general thing, the trade regulations of the 
Treasury Department arc somewhat complica- 
ted, and subject to many constructions. In 
many instances the agents find themselves in 
embarrassing situations, and it becomes a deli- 
cate matter to exercise their legal functions at 
all. One of the most peculiar arrangements 
now affects a small strip of territory bordering 
on the Cumberland river. When General 
Rosccrans was in command of the Department 
of the Cumberland, with headquarters at Mur- 
freesboro, all territory lying north of Duck river 
was regarded as within Federal lines, and sub- 
ject to the privileges of trade, as prescribed by 
the regulations of the Treasury Department. 
An agent was appointed for Clarksville, entrust- 
ed with the interests of the Government in that 
section of the country. The regulations were 
enforced, and everything worked smoothly until 
within the past two months. A strange pecu- 
liarity now debars the people of tliis section 
from any trade whatever, aud the agent at 
Clarksville is powerless to act. For- 
merly, the north bank of Duck river 
was regarded as the advance southern line of 
the territory under the protection of Federal 
power, but now, according to the published or- 
der of General Thomas, the south bank of Duck 
river is the north line of that portion of Ten- 
nessee under his immediate protection. Clarks- 
ville is still garrisoned by Federal troops, and 
is regarded as within the Department of the 
Cumberland, but, according to army lines es- 
tablished by published orders, it is not included 
in any of the military departments. It stands 
isolated, a strip of territory not recognized by 
the Federal Government. This peculiar ar- 
rangement, the result of an oversight, denies to 
the people the privileges of trade. To permit 
the transportation of a single article of goods to 
the port of Clarksville is a violation of Treasury 
regulations, and as much ol' a contraband pro- 
ceeding as fending goods into the very heart of 
the Confederacy. The arrangement seriously 
affects the interests of the people. 

Trade at Clarksville is at a perfect stand-still. 
No business of any kind is doing. Winter is 
approaching, and the people are suffering for the 
bare necessities of life. Not even family supplies 
can be obtained from any point. Households 
are without sugar, tea, coffee, and other articles 
of consumption. Woollen garments are wanted, 
shoes are needed, and all the paraphernalia of 
a wardrobe is in demand. We feel sure that the 
case is the result of an oversight, for some four 
weeks ago a petition was sent to Gen. Thomas, 
praying that goods, to the amount of $100,000 
per month, might be permitted as the regular 
allowance for the port of Clarksville, under the 
Treasury regulations. The Gcueral made an 
indorsement upon the back of the petition, rec- 
ommending that the goods be permitted. This 
recommendation simply amounts to nothing. 
The agents of the Treasury Department cannot 
act upon it. Clarksville aud the surrounding 
country remain beyond the pale of Federal au- 
thority. 

The only remedy is for General Thomas to 
publish au order including Clarksville and this 
strip of territory within his army lines. As 
soon as this is done, the regulations of the 
Treasury Department can he enforced, and 
nothing more will be wanted to insure to Clarks- 
ville the privileges of trade. We make this 
brief statement hoping that it may meet thq et c 
of General Thomas. We feel confident that as 
soon as the fact conies to his knowledge he Will 
remedy the evil without delay, by publishing a 
new order establishing his army lines so as to 
include the section bordering on the Cumber- 
land river. 

OksamentalIron- works. --Yesterday, we were 
kindly shown through the Louisville Ornamental 
Iron-works, Gardner & Cunningham, No. 304 
Green street, and were surprised at the thrift of 
the whole establishment, and the skill, as man- 
ifested by the workmanship, in every depart- 
ment. The wrought-iron safes, in the manu- 
facture of which no firm in the West can excel 
Messrs. Gardner & Cunningham are produc- 
tions of ingenuity, skill, and perfect workman- 
ship. The firm fills orders to almost every part 
of the State for ornamental railing. This 
branch of busipess receives particular attention, 
and the railing is beautiful in design and dura- 
ble in build. Yesterday, an iron cell, manufac- 
tured expressly for the Laurel county jail, was 
shipped Jo that part of the State. The cell is 
composed wholly of iron bars firmly riveted to- 
gether. In dimensions it is ten feet square by 
seven and a half feet high. Louisville may well 
be proud of her iron manufactures. But few 
cities in tbe West can compete with our own in 
this particular branch of skill and industry.

Washington, Oct. 31. 

A gentleman who for twelve months has 
been attempting to get away from the South, 
succeeded several davs ago iu reaching our 
lines, and is now in this city. He occupied a 
responsible position under the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, and had abundant opportunities for 
learning the real condition ol afl'airs in that 
section! He represents that the conscription is 
actively progressing, and that persons between 
10 and 55 are being sent to the army. Tele- 
graph operators and railroad employes continue 
exempt. 

The rebel authorities ar« making every effort 
to get every available man into the armv. 

About 30,000 of the new levies have been sent 
to reinforce Lee. 

Hood '8 army numbers about 30,000. 

There are a few troop, besides the s q two ar- 
mies, and they are scattered over the South. 
There arc only forty men as Provost Guard at 
Fredericksburg, Va. 

There appears to be a sufficiency of substan- 
tial food, and luxuries can at many places be 
procured. 

This gentleman says thousands of the soldiers 
would, if they coidd, escape from the service, 
and, in some sections, if any opimrtunity otter- 
ed, the Union feeling would emphatically mani- 
fest itself. He bought some gold before he left 
Richmond, paying twenty-live dollars in Con- 
federate money for one dollar In coin. 

After Early’s defeat in the valley, a dollar 
in gold could not be bought for less than thirty 
dollars in paper. 

He says no one out of the Confederacy can 
have a correct idea of the general effects of the 
ravages of war on both agriculture and trade. 

Michael McClusky, formerly Postmaster of 
the House of Representatives, has recovered 
from wounds received in battle, aud been elect- 
ed a member of the rebel Congress from the 
Memphis district. 

New York, Oct. 81. 

The bear clique on gold are said to epntrol 
from five to seven million dolif rs in gold. 

Their operations commenced this morning bv 
throwing $1,000,000 cash gold in the market. 
It is said to have been borrowed from the 
Treasury. This happened, however, to come 
in the face of a large export demand, aided by a 
strong bull operatioa. and the effect, on ihe 
market was scarcely appreciable. The price 
opened at 223. 

The Commercial’s Washington special says: 
The trial of Col. North, the New York State 
agent, charged with complicity in the recently 
discovered election frauds, commenced to-day 
before a military commission. Judge Porter, 
Wm. Kelly, and Tom Fuller, the commis- 
sioners appointed by Gov. Seymour to investi- 
gate the action of the Government, are iu session 
at Willard’s Hotel. 

The Post says they are to have an interview 
with the President this afternoon or to-morrow. 

Some of the slav eholders in the lower part of 
Maryland are holding tlieir slaves to try the 
question of emancipation in the courts. 

The Richmond Knquffer contains the follow- 
ing official news: “By an attack hv Mosbv upon 
a heavily guarded wagon train of the enemy, 
near Bunker Hill, in which, although unable to 
bring oil any booty on account of the hcavv 
guard fthicli attended, he killed one General, 
captured and killed various others, aud made 
good his retreat.” It will he remembered that 
Gen. DuCie was captured, and was seen alive 
and well by a prisoner who escaped. 

Richmond papers gave out a few days since 
that Mo. -by would hereafter murder any Yankee 
prisoners whom he might take in retaliation for 
the murder of several of his own men. 

Gen. Duffle was a son of Rev. Dr. Duffle, an 
eminent Presbyterian divine of Detroit, and en- 
tered t Ue sen ice at the first outbreak of the 
rebellion. 

Nev^ York, Oct. 31. 

' A vessel arriving here reports speaking, on 
Thursday last, the gunboat Mobile in chase of the 
pirate Tallahasse. Another vessel reports that 
the United States stdamcr Tieonderoga visited 
the British West India Island of Grenada on 
the 22d ult. for a supply of coal, hut the au- 
thorities w ould not let her have it, and ordered 
her to leave the port. 

According to the Richmond Examiner the 
last gas-fitter in that city was conscripted the 
oilier day. He made au "effort to get inside the 
Union lines, and was captured aud sent to Castle 
Thunder. 

A special to the Times frem Washington 
says: Government transports having been fired 
into ou the Potomac, an expedition was sent 
down to the vicinity of Wycomoco Inlet and 
landed, and all the residences known as harbors 
for r cl cl sympathizers and guerillas were de- 
stroyed. 

The Times correspondent with Butler’s army 
gives the details of the manner in which two of 
our brigades fell into tlic rebel trap on Thurs- 
day : When General Weitzell reached ihe Wil- 
liamsburg road, he found a wide open space and 
disconnected redoubts on either side of the high- 
way. The place seemed favorable fbr a demon- 
stration, as the works seemed ouiy feeb'y 
manned,- the enemy using only one guu on the 
redoubts to the right ol the roads. Weitzell 
deemed it prudent to assail aud capture the 
works, anti sent into the assault Cullum’s and 
Fait child’s brigades. The troops advanced gal- 
lantly with a cheer to within a few hundred 
yards Ol the work on the right, when suddenly 
the other work opeued a deadly cross-lire of 
grape and shrapnel, and onr troops were iu a 
trap from which there was little chance of es- 
caping. The majority of both brigades werg 
made prisoners. 

By the arrival of the mail, via Fortress Mon- 
roe, we have North Carolina dates of the 27th. 
Hie late frosts have materially cheeked the yel- 
low fever, w hielt is abating. The medical au- 
thorities say it will not be safe for parties to 
return who have not been exposed to the fever 
until cold weather permanently sets in. 

The report of the death of Colonel Heaton 
and son is incorrect. Both have recovered. 

The number of deaths Irom the fever will not 
exceed 2, CiOO, consisting mostly of citizens and 
refugees. The fever Is said to have originated 
from a ship at the foot of Craven street, in Ncw- 
bern, wl I li was filled up last June by Captain 
Bradley with manure and barrels of old rotten 
meat. 

The rebel papers appear to be unanimously iu 
favor tif arming the blacks. 

The Editor of the Southern Confederate, 
writing to his p iper from Richmond, says: The 
pressure brought to bear upon the authorities 
here, favoring the arming of the blacks, has 
been too strong to resist; hence, with gratitude, 
I am aide to say officially that arrangements are 
now being made to arm, for the spring cam- 
paign, three hundred thousand slaves, whose 
masters arc to he compensated by the Confed- 
erate Government. The slaves thus armed are 
to have their freedom aud fifty acres of land 
each, which insures them permanent homes in 
the South, 

A spfcdal to the Commercial from Washing- 
ton savs; Fears are entertained ttiat Gene al 
Grover, who was wounded in the late light in 
(be valley, will have to suffer amputation of his 
arm. Gen. Rawlins, Gen. Grant’s Chief of Staff, 
is in the city to-day. The President said to day 
that he had received no news ©f importance, 
and that Shorthail ”4 last advices would bold 
Atlanta. President Lincoirf autlre.-sed the 1 .’d 
Massachusetts Regiment in a brief and cheerful 
speech to-day. He alluded to the change in 
Man land since the First Massachusetts Regi- 
ment passed through. On their wav home they 
would have the satisfaction of passing through 
free Maryland. 

Washington, Oet. 81. 

The steamer Key Port arrived early this 
morning, having on board Major-General Kal- 
lcck, his Chief ol Staff, and Generals Barn ird and 
Rawlins and Colonel Cotts, who have been to 
the front. 

The Dan Webster reports that loud cannon- 
ading was heard yesterday morning iu General 
Butler's front before she left. 

The Webster brought up 40 rebel officers 
from Colonel Doran, w ho were delivered to the 
Provost Marshal. 

Montreal, Oet. 31.

No 
cannon was used by either side at the time of 
the formation of our line of battle, when wc 
fiaeed several batteries in a position for the pur- 
pose of shelling the woods, which still inter- 
vened between our forces and the enemy’s 
works. The reason node had been used pre- 
viously was that the woods were so extensive 
and dense as to render it almost impossible. 
After our baucries opened the rebels were not 
long in replying, and poured In grape, canister, 
and shell quite freely along nearly the whole 
line. There was also some fighting as the 
former entered the woods, which separated the 
opposing armies. The loss can’t he very heaw 
on either side. The result of the movement has 
t -e*ii to drive the rebels three miles, the larger 
portion of w hich is thickly wooded, into fortifi- 
cations along <.iir from, almost, i. not quite as 
stri ng ns those iu the front of Petersburg.

Gordon’s division 
broke first, Raruseur’e and Kershaw’s next, and 
soon afterwards Pegram’s and Wharton’s took 
tbe panic. One brigade of Pegram’s division 
stood as a rear-guard, but was finally routed by 
Custar. 

The Raleigh Confederate states the ram 
Albemarle ran out in the sound recently on 
the 4th and destroyed a croton light-house, then 
put back through tlic enemy’s fleet, and reached 
her destination safely. 

The Charleston Mercury recounts at length 
the peace theory of Stephens’s and the reocl 
Congress. Mr. Boyce says that the people of 
the rebellion live uuder a despotism, the rebel 
constitution has been violated by the rebel Con- 
gress by levying direct taxes," and the public 
faith forfeited. Tliis paper also says that the 
late military disasters have encouraged the re- 
constructionists to raise their heads.

“Aid and' a&sittance” may be given to those 
in arms by words as well as acts, its, for instance, 
by giving valuable information, persuading 
aiid inducing persons to culist in the rebel 
service, Arc. 

It perfectly easy for* discreet and patriotic 
officers ol the election to distinguish, under the 
tci ms of this law, legal from disfranchised voters. 
Those officers, and not suspected persons apply- 
ing to vote, arc the judges, both of the sense of 
the oath to be administered, of the proper ques- 
tions to be put and answered, and of the legal 
I effect of the Ijjcts disclosed.

Baroh Stkciien. — T he North Ameriemn Re- 
view has an article on Baron Steuben, in which I 
liis career in this country is described. The i 
writer thus speakx of his inspectorship, aud his 
methods of labor. We quote: 

Steuben’s first step was to draw up a plan of 
inspectorship, and, alter revising it, with the 
assistance ot Greene, Hamilton, and Laurens, 
submit it to Washington for approval. Wash- 
ington approved and transmitted it to Congress. 
There was no time to loose. Winter was pass- 
ing, aud the momeut for opening a new cam- 
paign drawing menacingly near. ‘‘Will you 
undertake to execute this plan?’’ asked Wash- 
ington. “With your support nttd assistance, I 
will,” replied Steuben. 

lie began by drafting from tho line a hundred 
and twenty men as a ^uard for the commander- 
in- chief, and a military school for himself. 
Thc.^e men he drilled twice a day; and striking 
fiom the outlet an effective blow at the preju- 
dice (one of Ln gland’s legacies) which led offi- 
cers to regard the drilling of a recruit as a ser- 
geant’s and not an officer’s business, he took 
the musket into his own hands and showed 
them how lie wfched them to handle it. At 
every diill his division-inspectors were required 
to be present, and doubtless many officers and 
soldiers were present, too, without requisition. 

* In a fortnight my company knew perfectly 
how to bear arms^ had a military air, knew 
how to march, to lorm in column,’ deploy, aud 
execute 6ome little manoeuvres with excellent 
precision. ” 

Steuben’s success is easily explained. His 
heart was in his work. He was up before day; 
smoked a single pipe; swallowed a single cup 
of coffee; had his hair carefully dressed; his 
uniform was carefully put on; then, as the first 
eunbeam appeared, he was in the saddle and off 
for the parade ground. There was no waiting 
for loitering aids. No part of his work was be- 
neath him. He took the guns into his own 
hands, examined the equipments with his own 
experience eye. Not a voice was to be heard 
but his aud that of his officers as they repeated 
his orders. Not a mistake passed unreproved. 

The conviction that lie was thoroughly .mas- 
ter of what he wasteachiug them would hardly 
hare reconciled officers and men to his severity 
and “fcudden gusts of passion, ” If they had not 
been equally convinced of his justice. Once, 
at a review near MorrLtovm, Lieutenant Gib- 
bous, a brave and good officer, was arrested on 
the spot and ordered into the leacf for a fault 
winch it afterward appeared another had com- 
mitted. At a proper moment the commander 
of tin? regiment came forward and informed 
the Baron of Mr. .Gibbons’s innocence, of his 
worth, and o i his acute feelings under this un- 
merited disgrace. “Desire Lieutenant Gibbons 
to come to the front, Colenel.” “dir, said 
the Baron to the young gentleman, “the fault 
which was made, by throwing the line Into 
confusion, might, in the presence of an enemy, 
have been fatal. I arrested you as its supposed 
author^ but I have reason to believe that 1 
was mistaken, and that, in this instance, you 
weie blameless; I ask your pardon; return to 
your command. I would not deal unjustly by 
any, much less by one whose cliaraeiev as an 
officer is so rcspertable.” All the while he was 
paving this it was raining violently, and the 
men who saw him stauding there, hat in hand, 
before his subaltern, heedless of the rain that 
poured dowu upon his unprotected head, never 
forgot the scene. 

Steuben met with great difficulties and em- 
barrassments in praparing his volume of army 
regulations and tactics. His chief trouble was 
with the printers. The writer ears: 

The printing of this book cost him more 
oaths than the composing of it. There were 
but two copper-plate printers in Philadelphia, 
and one of them so bad that it was found nec- 
essary to throw away above six hundred prints. 
Only one binder was employed, and, though 
a good one, the attractions of privateering 
were so great, that neither he nor the printer 
could keep men enough together to do half 
the work they were called to do. Steuben 
was auxious to* have two copies richly bound — 
one for the Coinraander-in-chief and one for 
the French Minister — but iu the whole city 
there was not gold-leaf enough to gild them. 
His temper failed hiiu more than once, but 
fortunately the men be had chiellv to do with 
were Picker ibg aud Peters, who admired and 
loved him too much 4 to take offence at his 
sallies. 

Pickering, in one of his letters, enters into a 
full explanation of the causes of delay, and 
close* with a delicate appeal to Steuben V better 
feelings. “Should I again discover marks of 
extreme impatience aud even- asperity in the 
Inspector-General, I will impute them to his 
anxiety to introduce a perfect order and disci- 
pline in the army, aud to his zeal in securing 
the safety and independence of America.” Pe- 
ters w rites with a happy mixture of jest aud 

g ravity, promising to distinguish between the 
aron Steuben uninformed and the Bat on Steu- 
ben acquainted with facts aud difficulties — be- 
tween the Baron Steuben in good humor and 
the same gentleman (zoonically) angry and 
fretted.” 

At la»«t the work was done; copies were sent 
to Governors of States, and distributed through 
the army; and for the first time since the war 
beiran American officers had a clear- and definite 
guide for the performance of their duties. 

After the war, Baron Steuben settled on the 
land (10,000 acres) given him by the State of 
New York, aud lying and being in Oneida 
county, twelve miles north of Utica. 

It was a rough, fitony tract, fitter for grazing 
tliuu planting, with a high ridge running across 
it, from which, as his eye became familiar with 
the landscape, he could distinguish the high- 
lands of seven different counties, aud, gleaming 
over the tree-tops on the furthest verge of the 
horizon, the bright waters of Oneida Lake. 
This was his home during the active months of 
the year, and when the cold mouths came, and 
armies went into winter quarters, he would 
turn his face southward, and resume his sta- 
tion at 216 Broadwav, opposite St. Paul’s 
Church. As a landholder, he could indulge his 
generous impulses, and more than one who 
had no other claim upon him than what the 
name of old soldier gave him received ti grant 
of sixty or a hundred acres, cither as a free gift 
or on terms that differed little from it. As a 
farmer, he could indulge liis old habits of 
nfctbodic organization aud a methodic divlsi- 
lon of his time. 

Sixty acres were pet apart and cleared for 
the manor house, which was to be’ a building 
suited to his rauk and habits of life. Mean- 
while he contented himself with a log-house, 
enlarged after a short time by the addition of a 
frame house of two rooms. Here Mulligan, 
then a young man fresh from Columbia College, 
who served him as a secretary, was his constant 
inmute; North or Walker or some other old 
companion, often coming to stay a week or 
more with liitn, while sonic of his nearer 
neighbors, the most welcome among whom was 
a Dutch emigrant named Mappa, a gentleman 
of distinguished ability and high culture, 
frequently visited him to talk over the ques- 
tions of the day and the news from Europe. 
This news he got from the Leyden Gazette, the 
Galigtrani's Messenger of those days, and in- 
explicably strange it seemed to him’, at times, 
especially wheu he read therein that the Prus- 
sian eagles had turned back in ignoininous 
retreat before the tri-colored flag of the new 
republic. 

Finally, In November, 1791, Steuben died. 
He was buried near his house, but his grave not 
many years after had to give way to the march 
of improvement. The writer says: 

Alas that for this wearied and war-worn frame 
it should not have been the last rest! But 
early in the present century the towu, which 
bad outgrown the memory of its highest honor, 
wanted a road, and the engineer who laid it 
out ran it over Steuben’s grave. The coffin 
was laid bare, remaining exposed for some 
days to idle gazers and the chances of the 
weather. It is even Raid, and we fear with too 
much truth, that some one. a little more dar- 
ing in Racrilege. broke it open and tore off a 
piece ol his military cloak. At last the shame- 
ful storv reached the ears of Col. Walker, who, 
battening to the spot, had the cofiin taken up 
and removed to a neighboring hillside, where, 
under the *badc of primeval trees, with fra- 
grant flowers laughing all around, and within 
Bound of a -little brook whose waters chime 
sweetly with the music of the winds and the 
birdp, a simple slab still bears the name of 
pteuben.

Second Sioirr. — The antiquarian, John Au- 
brey, wishing to collect authentic testimony 
relative to the faculty of second sight, proposed 
a series of questions to two Scotch gentlemen 
thereon, aud published their replies. The re- 
spondents do not differ iu any important partic- 
ular; both testify, to begin, that the second 
eight relates only to things future, which will 
shortly come to pass; that sad and dismal events 
are the objects of this faculty, such sr sudden 
deaths and dreadful accidents. Having inti- 
mated that the general characteristic of second 
sight is dismal — melancholy — deponent number 
one then statos that he only knew of one in- 
stance to the contrary. “That instance,” re- 
marks he. “I have from a person worthy of 
credit, and it is this: 

“Near forty year* ago, Maclean and his lady, 
sister to Lord Seaforth, were walking about 
their own house, and on their return both came 
into a chamber where the young child was 
nursed. The baby did as babies sometimes do 
now; it began to cry; whereupon the nurse was 
asked whether baby was well, and whether any- 
thing had gone wrong with its diet. ‘Well, and 
well victualled,’ replied the nurse; it crieth not 
for tiio cause of sickness.’ Then why docs it 
cry?’ demanded the questioner; upon which the 
nurse, after a few moments of discreet silence, 
communicated the reason, and in so doing made 
known her faculty of second sight. ‘Maclean 
(babv’s papa) would die,’ the nurse Rnid, ‘and 
the lady would shortly be married to another 
man.’ 

“Being pressed as to how she knew that event, 
she told the questioners (there were two) that 
on their entrance into the room she saw a man 
with a scarlet cloak and a white hat betwixt 
them, giving the lady a kiss over the shoulder; 
and thus it was that baby cried. All this came 
to pass after Maclean’s death. The tutor of 
Lovct married the lady in the same habit tho 
nurse saw him in.” 

Such, then, is the solitary instance of a result, 
not sad, not dismal, not melancholy, made known 
by anticipation through the faculty of second 
sight. Deponent number one, still enlightening 
the English antiquarian, Aubrey, on the subject 
of second sight, goes on to state that “secoud- 
sigbted men see things visibly before their eyes, 
but none 6ee but themselves.’ For example, if 
a man be doomed to be hanged, they will see 
him already dangling from a gibbet, or at least 
a rope about his neck; if to be beheaded, they 
will see him headless; if to be drowned, they 
will see an apparition of him in water; if to die 
suddenly by undetermined means, they will see 
a winding-sheet about his head. One instance 
I had from a gentleman here,” states denonent, 
“of a Highland gentleman of the Macdonalds, 
who, having a brother that came to visit him, 
saw him coming in, wanting a head, but told 
not his brother that he saw any such thing; yet 
yet within twenty-four hours thereafter hi3 
brother was taken (being a murderer), his head 
cut off, and sent to Edinburgh. Many such In- 
stances might be given.” 

The faculty of second sight was described by 
all whom deponent questioned on the matter as 
a troublesome thing; they would be gladly freed 
from it, but could not. He confesses, however, 
to having heard “lately of a man very much 
troubled in his soul therewith, from whom, by 
his seriously praying fur deliverance, the faculty 
at length departed. * 

Relative to the exorcism and second sight 
sccptre c s. and to getting rid of the. faculty, I 
find in Martin’s tract on second sight the follow- 
ing anecdote: 

*‘A woman in Stornaway in Lewis, had a 
maid who saw visions, and often fell into a 
swoon. Her mistress was very much concerned 
about Her, but could not find out any ineaui to 
prevent her from seeing these things; at last she 
resolved to pour some of the water used in bap- 
tism on her maid’s face, believing this vpmld 
prevent her seeing any more sight.# »>f the kind. 
Accordingly she carried her maid with her tho 
next Lord's day, and both of them sat near the 
basin in which the water stood, and after bap- 
tism, before the minister had concluded tne last 
•prayer, she put out her hand in the basin, took 
up as much water as she could, and threw it on 
the maid’s face, at which strange action the 
minister and the congregation were equally sur- 
prised. After prayer, the minister inquired of 
the woman the meaning of such an unbecoming 
and distracted action; whereupon she told him 
it was to ^prevent her maid peeing visions; and 
it fall out accordingly, for from that time she 
never once more saw a vision of anr kind. 
This accouut was given me by Mr. Morrison, 
minister of the place, before several of his 
parishioners who knew the truth of it.” Then 
follows a comment which the reader is request- 
ed to note. “I submit the matter of fact, our 
author adds, “to the censure of the learned; but 
for my own part I think it to bave4»e«*n one of 
Satan’s devices to make credulous people have 
an esteem for holy water.” 

One of the questions proposed by the antiqua- 
rian Aubrey was this: Had any person or per- 
sons truly godly, or who might justly be pre- 
sumed to be such, been known to have this gift 
or faculty? To this query respondent answers, . 
“Not any godly, but such as are virtuous.” 

That it descends by succession deponent can- 
not learn. Nor can he learn how possessors of 
the faculty came by it. “They will not tell, 
which, if they did. they .arc sure of their strokes 
from an iu visible hand.” 

He cites, as an example, the case of Allen 
Miller, “Who, being in company with some 
gentlemen, and having gotten more than ordi- 
nary of the strong liquor they were drinking, 
began to tell stories about strange passages he 
had been at; but the sMd Allen was removed to 
the further end of the house, and was there al- 
most strangled. Recovering a little, and coming 
to the place where he was before, they askeu 
what it was that troubled him so. lie answered 
he durst not toll, for he had told too much al- 
ready.” 

As to the source whence second-sighted indi- 
viduals derived their faculty, some attributed 
the gift to a compact with the devil, other* to 
fairies; deponent hath heard that those that 
have this faculty of second sight have offered to 
teach it to such as were curious to know it. 
“Upon such and such conditions they would 
teach them,” but their offers were rejected. 

Deponent, having furnished answers to all tuo 
questions propounded, concludes his epistle to 
Mr. John Aubrey by the recital of a case nar- 
rated to him “by a very honest man in the uext 
parish, who told it to me,” deponent himself. 

The outlino of the tale is as follows: The 
honest man’s wife being in a fair way to in- 
crease his family, he bought some boards with 
which to make a bed for her. The boards still 
lying at the door of his house, there come* an 
old tisherwoman, yet alive, and asks him whose 
were those boards. “My own,” said he. “For 
what use hast thou them?” demanded she. 
“For a bed,” said he. “I tell thee thev shall bo 
for a coffin,” the fish-hag muttered; ‘Tor a!-, 
ready do I see a corpse lying upon them ” 
Thereupon the honest man was stricken to the 
heart, fearing the death of his wife. The old 
haw having muttered her prediction, goes away; 
and presently the honest man sends for a car- 
penter to make the. bed, which is accordingly 
done. It was baby, not wife, who died, rnr au- 
thority goes on to* say; aud out of tho ends of 
the boards was made its little coffin. 

It must not be imagined, in spite of the state- 
ments in this epistle to John Aubrey, that sec- 
ond-sight apparitions have only been vuueii- 
salcd to enlightened people on matters so serious 
as those ol life and death; on the contrary, 
such trivialities as a broken pate, ducking in a 
puddle, and a forehead blood-soiled, but not 
damaged, have, according to another authority 
now before me — one who wrote under the 
pseudonym of Insulanus — been deemed ’worthy 
this mode of revelation; in proof of which the 
following: 

“A gentleman, who is a native of Skve, did 
when a boy disoblige a fleer in the Isle of Ram- 
say, aud upbraid him for his ugliness, a* being 
black by name and black by nature. At last 
the seer told him, very angrily, ‘My child, it I 
am black, you’ll be red ere long.’ The master 
of the family-chid him for this, and bade liitn 
give over his foolish predictions, since nobody 
believed them; but next morning the boy, be- 
ing at play near the house, fell on a stone, and 
wounded himself in the forehead so deep that 
to this day there’s a hollow scar in that part 
of it.” 

“James Beaton, Surgeon in the Isle of Uist, 
told me (*. e. Infiolanni) that, being in the Lie 
of Mull, a seer told him con lidenliallv that he 
was shortly to have a bloody forehead; but he 
disregarded it, aud called the seer a fool. How- 
ever, this James being called to some of the 
Macleans to go along with them to attack a ves- 
sel belonging to the Earl of Argvle, who was 
then coming to posset Mull bv force, thev at- 
tacked the vessel; and one of the Macleans be- 
ing wounded, the said James, while dressing 
the wound, happened to rub his forehead, and 
then some of the patient’s blood sticking to his 
face accomplished the presage.” 

But of all the sorry violations of the Hora- 
tian maxim, “.Yec inter set ])?us uisi," take the 
following, on the authority of our scribe, Iqsu- 
lanus: 

“Mary Campbell, a woman of a ‘knowledged 
probity and candor, states that wnen she wa* a 
young girl, firing in her father’s house upon 
the Isle of Scalpa, there was a notable old seer, 
one Evander Mac Mhaoldonsch, a domestic iu 
the family, who, by the second sight, loretold 
several events, which punctually came to pass, 
and in particular that Kenneth Campbell, her 
brotLer, beingjon a jaunt in Lewes, and as he 
was returning liooie, accompanied by his ser- 
vant, whom he had sent upon an ctrand to a 
village at some distance, as the said Kenneth 
was solitarily coming on liis way, he found him- 
self seized with a faiutishness, which so gained 
upon him that he was obliged to crawl upon all 
fours, through mires and puddles, to a desolate 
cottage, where he remained that night, and af- 
ter a sound sleep recovered of his ailment. The 
old seer that night seemed frctlish; and being 
asked the reason of his being so much out of 
humor, told that the said Kenneth Campbell 
was not at liis ease*, and that he observed him 
by the second sight in a very distressed condi- 
tion, bis clothes being deranged and all bespat- 
tered with filth and mud; which, upon his re- 
turn to the family next day, he himself declared 
to have been literally true, according to tho 
above prediction.”

Adjutant Ellis is over-particular In regard to 
the honor and fair fame of the “Forrwt scouts. '» 
It would showTess egotitism in him to let the 
people judge the scouts by their acts, and de- 
termine whether the men are “brave, courte- 
ous, and manly,” or not. We hare not the 
least doubt in the world that the scouts de- 
spise Home Guards, aud if one of these organi- 
zations should pounce upon accomplished Ma- 
jor Harrison’s command, and decently thrash 
it, the ttatc of feeling would not be much im- 
proved. 

The Adjutant also pretends to despise guerilla 
bands. The reason is simple. The outlaw*, 
with no pretension* to cause cr government, 
are more active than Harrison’s men, and meet 
with greater success in robbing tho people. 
They are obtaining the largest share of the 
spoils. The brave and courteous scouts want no 
competitors in the plundering line; therefore 
they would exterminate ail other robbers (we 
trust the Adjutant will excuse us) from the State 
of Kentucky. If Adjutant Ellis would be re- 
garded iu the light of a brave and courteous 
rebel soldier, he should not prowl about the 
•ountry like a horse-thief or a guerilla. Let 
him and his command join Forre*t and prove 
by deeds of daring in the armed front that he 
and his soldiers are brave men fighting in de- 
fence of an honorable cause, then we will regard 
them in a more honorable light, and make the 
“necessary distinction” between the Forrest 
scouts aud guerilla thieving bands. 

Scit Mundy on a Raid. — T he female robbor 
and guerrilla lender, Sue Mundy, at the head of 
her gang, passed through the neighborhood of 
Spring Station, Woodford county, on Thursday. 
Everybody residing in the vicinity of the roads 
received a visit from the marauding band, and 
were robbed indiscriminately* The peaceable 
travellers of the highway were halted, and, in 
the most finished maimer, relieved of their pur- 
ses and valuables. A raid was made on the sta- 
bles of Mr.R. A. Alexander, aud six of his Guest 
horses stolen from the stalls. The gang was 
scarcely out of sight before Mr. Alexander had 
rallied a number of his neighbors, with arms iu 
their hands, and, mounted on horses, they started 
in pursuit of the robbers. The chase was quite 
sprited. Sue Mundy and her followers showed 
but little disposition to fight. In the vicinity of 
Clifton a number ot shots we rejexc hanged be- 
tween the two parties. The thieves took good 
care to keep at a safe distance, so nobody was 
injured by the firing, 'fhe pursuit was so vigor- 
ous that the outlaws wefe forced to abandon 
five of the horses stolen from tlvo stables, which 
were recovered by Mr. Alexander. One horso, 
Asteroid, still remains in their possession. He 
is highly prized bv Mr. Alexander, and a reward 
of one thousand dollars has been offered for his 
recovery. We understand that Mr. A, has also 
offered a reward of five thousand dollars for the 
capture of the brigand woman and her band. 
We hope that this liberal reward will induce 
unusual exertions cm the part of home guards 
and military forces to effect the capture of Sue 
Mundy and the scoundrels associated with her. 
Let them be brought to justice, and the people 
of Kentucky will rejoice.
